For a fow days it looked as 
if we were going to have a pleasant 
voyage. On Tyesday, Jan. 17, we ran 
into heavy wéather, a strong gale was 
blowing and the seas running - high. 
Qn Wednesday, wo were ‘buffeted 
about by the wihd and sea and in the 
midst of the worst part of the storm 
the-ship suddenly keeled over té port, 
the cargo having shifted. We put the 
men to work and managed to get.it 
partly righted but\the ship was being 
tossed about so on the large combers 
that the catgo again settled to port. 
The seas had, in addition, broken into 
the forecastic and driven the men out 
of their quarters. The steamer, was 
making fairly g00d progress. despite 
this until Friday, when * the storm in- 
creased in intensity and the moun- 
tainous seas kept breaking over us. 
one breaking through No, 2 and & 
hatches and carrying away-a section 
of tho bridge and the railing. The 
pumps wero started but {t was evi- 
dent that the ship was straining 
badly. On Saturday a terrific sca 
troke over the steamer and threw her 
orcr.on her side and she falled lo 
right. _She was lying at about forty 
Cegrees and we had to stop the en- 
fines. The steering chains had also 
been jammed by thegieck cargo and 
so wo were tossed helplessly about. 
We sent out.an 8.0.8, call for help 
One of the mon discovered © the cok 
lying in the scullery anc sutfering 
agony. He-had been at work when 
the ship was thrown overt by tne 
soa anda large pot of scaldins water 
was thrown over bim,

got only $1,700, while operatives under 
him received considerably less.

Charged “With Stealing $400,000 
Fron: Fuel Company. 

TORONTO, Jan. 31.—H. F. Slater, 
of High Park avenue, president of 
the now defunct Nukol Fuel Co., was 
arrested Saturday afternoon ona 
charge of theft involving the dis- 
@ppearance of a sum sta(td in the 
warrant as about $400,000. Slater 
was lodged in jail; whére he was held 
for $100,000 bail. 

“The arrest of Slater followed a 
harry-up investigation by officers of 
the »Attorney-General'’s Department, 
made in response to the request of 
thé shareholders. On Thursday 
night a meeting of the shareholdérs 
was held at the Labor Temple’ at 
which a resolution was passed asking 
that the Attorney-General’ be asked 
to conduct an examination Into the 
affairs of the company. On Friday 
Arthur W. Roebuck, counsel for the 
shareholders, called upon Hon.* Mr. 
Raney and laid’ the case before, him 
with the result ‘that steps were 
once taken to go into tho matter. 
The decision to place Slater under 
arrest‘was made after a short, hut 
thorough, susvey, of the culmpany’s 
books, . 

The affairs of the Nukol Fuel Co. 
are in euch shape that, even those 
who have been’ associated with tho. 
liquidation proceedings are” unable 
to give the exact position of the de 
funct company, or to state “accur- 
ately the sum whica has beén lost 
th¥Gugh improper "management. Mr 
Roebuck ‘stated ~Saturda~° that al- 
though ‘the ‘warrant’ mentioned an 
amount of $400,000, that sum was 
not a definite indication of the loss.

Dough’ Used In Watch-Making. 
Two barrels of flour,- or almost 

four hundred pounds, are used every 
week in making watches at a well- 
known factory in the United States, 
which turns out from two to three 
thousand watches a week. Since a 
baker uses about three pounds of 
flour to five loaves of bread, it fol- 
lows that for every watch the maker 
uses the equivalent of almost a third 
of a loaf. The flour is made into 
dough, and the dough {s used to han- 
dle the screws, rivets, and other 
small parts. Each man in that part 
of the business has a Jump of dough 
always at hand; and when he wants 
to examine a screw he jabs the piece 
of dough on it. Then, turning it 
over, he has a good chance to look 
at it with his watchmaker’s micro- 
scople eyeglass. Many of the screws 
are too minute to pick up easily with 
the fingers, and many morc, though 
large enough to be picked up, would 
be so covered by the Ongers or the 
forceps as to be almost hidden from 
sight.

The 
information given comparing the cost 
of maintaining an adult in the House 
of Refuge, $3.74, and a child in the 
Shelter at $7.00 per week, is alto- 
gether untrue.” Let me give a few 
facts. The Refuge has its farm, and 
cleared $2,438.97 last year. The in- 
mates do most of the work, inside and 
outside, and require littl; or no/hired 
help. . Most of \them. provide their 
own ‘clothes and many of them pay 
for their own keep. In fact it is a 
cheap and well run institution. 

“The Shelter, on the other hand,, 
employs! not only an inspector and 
matron, but all the hired help they 
need, even for issuing circular letters. 
When you put salartes‘and pay for 
hired help, and add all that to the 
food and clothing fcr the children it 
bulks large. But we must give the 
management of the Shelter credit for 
doing things very cheaply. It only 
cost 7c. a meal for each child, $1.47 
per week. The bill for clothing last 
year was only a little over $150. All 
the Indies on the management com- 
mittee are citizens of Belleville and 
they are all in the county too. And 
the county has to psy the piper too.

Thirty miles from the rallway, 
Ofty miles from white men, a wo- 
man missionary of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, writes of work 
among the Jungle folk in Rajputana, 
India, as follows: 

“We travel from village to vitage 
among the primitive Bhil people. It 
fs moving morning and‘eur luggage 
is being packed on three camels. 
When the first is loaded the other 
two break awdy and our!man has a 
fine run before they are caught. They 
Protest strongly against® being lcad- 
ed at all. We mount country ponies 
which carry us ‘up and down places 
which would shock’a civilized horse. 
Our bullock carts broke down on 
the journey from the rallway. 

“We usually get up’ at 5 a.m, 
earlier in the summer. By 7 a.m. 
we have had chot! hazariy and are 
ready for prayers with all the men, 
and a half-hour’s Bible lesson. At 
8\ we start out to visit In villages. 
In cottages and by tho wayside, to 
all who will listen, we proclaim the 
tidings of great joy; for these peo- 
Ple are only conscious of: evil spirits 
in everything they sce. After mid- 
day we have a little school for the 
younger members of our staff. 
People call at the mission for medi- 
cal treatment. -At night, by a log

~ Washington, Feb. ‘6.—The final ses- 
sion of the Arms Conference'was call- 
ed to order just after ten o'clock this 
morning and it brought out the larg- 
est crowd of the gathering.

After the opening 
Hughes Announced: “The aties 
will now be signed,” and «the signa- 
tures followed in this order: United 
States, Great, Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan, Belgium, Netherlands, China, 
and Portugal. 3 

There will be two copies of each of 
the five treaties, one copy of each in 
English and one copy,in French, the 
two official languages of the confer- 
ence. This makes ten copies to be 
signed by cach delegate. It is under- 
stood that the treaties will be signed 
one at a time, rather than have the 
delegates sign all five of the treaties 
at once. The original copies will be 
filed away in ‘the archives of the 
State Department and certified copies 
supplied to each of the signatory 
powers. The five treaties are:—

Bloemfonteiz, Union of South Africa 
Feb, 6.—General Christian De Wet, 
Commander-in-Chicf of the Boer forc- 
es in the war of 1899, died at his home 
in Deyetsdorp on Friday. 

Christian Rudolf De Wet was. bo 
October 7; 1854, ab Leenwhkon, in the 
Smithfield district of South Africa. 
He served in the first Anglo-Boer war 
of 1890-81, and was a member of the 
Volksraad when the second war, in 
which he took such a prominent part, 
broke out. : 

He was giren an obscure command 
at first, but was later sent to the -te- 
lief of General Cronje, whom he suc- 
ceeded upon the latter's surrender. 

His operations against the British 
were. marked by considerable strate- 
gical ability, his forees falling © upon 
and annihilating isolated * British 
posts while the enemy's columns at- 
tempted in vain to surround him. 

In the peace negotiations of 1902 
he took a prominent part, and - later 
visited Earope with other Boer Gener- 
als, secking without avail, a modifica- 
tion of the terms of pace concluded at 
Pretoria. 

He was clected a member of the first 
Parliament of the Orange River Col- 
ony in 1907 and was appointed Min- 
ister of Agriculture. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the 
work war, he headed a rebellion in 
the Orange Free State and Western 
Transvaal, which was suppressed iy 
the Government forces after a brief 
morth of fighting, in. which a son, 
Daniel, was killed, and General Do 
Wet himself wounded, When his for- 
ces surrendered to those under, Gener~ 
al Louis Botha, De Wet succeeded in 
escaping, with twenty-five then, but was 
captured a few days later. e 

For this rebellion he was tried and 
in June, 1915, convicted of treason 
and sentenced to six years’ imprison- 
ment, wtih a fine of $10,000. lle was 
released, however, after being confined 
only six months. 

While maintaining his stand for the 
freedom of South Africa, he did not 
participate in armed revolt and in 
1016 was instrumental in nipping an- 
other rebellion in the bud.

IN{ NOVA’ SCOTIA 

Halifax, N.S., Feb. 9.—According 
to reports received by the Provincial 
Department of Lands.and Mines there 
will be a considerable revival of gold 
mining in Nova Scotia. this year.

DEMAND MORE “HOME RULE” 

Halifax, N.S., Feb. .9.—The' Nova 
Scotia Government is being €onfront- 
ed by a demand for moré (‘home rule” 
rom towns and; smunicipalities 
throughout the province. The pro- 
yincial government; ‘they say, “has 
been encroaching upon. sources of 
revenue which the towns and municl- 
palities believe they should be free 
to exploit for their own purposes. 
The Pictou County. Council recently 
refused to obey the provincial law 
requiring an assessment for highway 
purposes, and the town council of 
Kentville is protesting against the tax 
on their general assessment to assist 
the provincial government to main- 
tain, ‘not the roads in the town but 
jthe highways in the country.” 

The provincial government levies 
taxes on theatres, moving picture 
houses, circuses, motor cars, pool 
rooms, and skating rinks, and many 
towns,. cities and municipalities are 
now claiming that they should have 
a share of all these taxes.

MERE YOUTH ' 
>WAS EXPERT 
>.» COUNTERFEITER 


William: J. Flynn, former chicf of 
the United States Secret Service,, has 
recently told the story of the most 
remarkable counterfeiler ever produc- 
ed in the United States, perhaps the 
most remarkable in the history of 
crime because of his youth, the means 
he employed to utter the counter‘eit 
paper and the success that attended 
his-career. The name of this evil 
prodigy is Henry Russell Wilkin, and 
he is now in, prison, nearing the end 
of a long seftence, though he ig only 
33 years old. He came of reapectable 
parents and was a bright boy, ‘but 
but was lacking in application. At 
the age of fifteen he announced that 
he was through with schools. and in- 
tended to go to work, He was ra- 
ther clever with his pencil ‘and im- 
pressed the Ringling circus people 
with hia skill in designing advertis- 
ing layouts. At the age of seventeen 
he was placqd in charge of the advér- 
tising work of the Hood Milk: Com- 
pany in Boston. He had a little studio 
and was earning perhaps $25 or $30 
a week. 3 

Learned in Public Library 

One morning he read an account ol 
a milkman finding a packet of one dol- 
lar bills which he presented at a bank 
where he learned. that they were 
counterfeit. It seems that this chance 
jtem made a criminal out of Wilkin, 
for according to Mr, Flynn it was then 
when he was eighteen years old, that 
he sct out to master the art. He knew 
nothing about ‘chemistry, papeffmak- 
ing, engraving, printing, dyeing ot 
photography, and the expert coun: 
terfeiter muet know about them all. 
His general education was not equal 
to that of a boy who had spent a 
couple of years in high school. Yet 
by study and hard work he made him- 
self within a couple of years the most 
dangerous counterfeiter the” Secret 
Service ever had to deal with. He did 
it by reading in the public library. 
Working by day he devoted his even- 
ings to the study of technical. works 
om engraving, He had a_ retentive 
memory and forgot nothing that he 
had read.

Then he began the manufacture of 
fives and. disposed of 5,000 of them.

GROWS LARGER 
Revenues a3 Decrease 
Consolidated Fund Falls - 
_ by $65,345,678.

Ottawa, Feb. 9.—The total net debt 
of Canada on January 31 was $2,372, 
585,984, as compared with $2,366,861. 
252 at the end of December, 1921, Thi 
is an increase of $5,724,732 in, the 
month of January. On January 31 
1921, the total net debt was $2,302, 
723,013. The increase in the year it 
therefore $69,862,971. Total revenuc 
collected on account of consotidated 
fund for the ten months of the fisca’ 
year ending January 31 was $318,439, 
889, as compared with $383,835,567 las 
year, or a decrease of $65,345,678. This 
is largely due to a falling off in cus 
toms receipts, which declined from 
$142,839.08: for the ten months’ per 
iod in 1921 to $85,262,370 for the cor 
responding period of the present fisca’ 
year.

A great many 
annuals such as Poppics, Nastur- 
tlums, Ten Week Stock, Silene Ar- 
meria (Catchfly).

Great ‘War, but the 
war service of the Ottawa Mint was 
remarkably unique and: important. 
We might even call it an Indispens- 
ible service; a necessary help, un- 
discovered until after the war had 
been’ carried on for many months. 
In fact, the Canadian branch of the 


Royal Mint,: by ‘its wonderful; war 


tervice, has justified its existence in 
2 wholly unexpected manner. , 

In’ April of 3915, the”Royal Mint 
of Ottawa, which ‘had ‘already sent 
men to the war, may be said'to have 
(tself entered the war. The fortunes 
of war created an opportunity for 
fine imperial service ‘and in more 
than one capacity, 

Ita first opportunity for service, 
although not its most important one, 
came ‘in the early months of 1916. 
A most,concise and clear atatement 
of conditions {s given by the Minister 
of Finance in. his réport which ex- 
plains the position of Great. Britain 
at the beginning of the war in re- 
gard to her debts and ‘finances in 
relation to the United States. 

“Tbe Minister reminded us, that 
when the war broke out, the’ United 
States were debtors to Britain, and 
their bankers and = merchants, in 
order to pay debts presently. falling 
due in London, began to send large 
quantities: of gold to London, but 
from the dangers of ocean ‘naviga- 
tion, soon encountered a rate of In- 
surance «almost © prohibitive, 
meet the situation, the Bank 
England, in September, 1914,° an- 
nounced that the Minister of Fin- 
ance in Canada would, as trusteo for 
the Bank’ of England, receive gold 
from the merchants and‘bankers of 
the United States, and the delivery, 
of gold to him in Ottawa would be’ 
considered equivalent to delivery in’ 
London, to the bank itself, The re 
sult of the despatch was, that over 
100 milllons*of dollars In gold coin 
and gold bars were held in the 
strongholds of the Finance Depart- 
ment at Ottawa, subject to the order 
of the Bank of England. 

In 1915 the situation was very 
different. From. her large pur- 
chases In America for war purposes, 
Britain, instead of receiving gold, 
was under the necessity of sending 
gold to the United States from Asia 
and Africa and from her own shores. 
This gold was brought in warships 
to Halifax or Vancouver (sometimes 
be,it sald with the assistance of our 
Japanese allies) and conveyed to Ot-' 
tawa. Since the beginning of the war 
to the date of speaking (1917) no 
less amounts than $1,000,000,000 in 
coin and bullion were handled ‘at 
Ottawa in this way, without charge 
to the bank or to the'British Gov- 
ernment ‘beyond the cost of carriage 
in Canada.”*. :

The gold 
brought from Africa and the East 
refined and prepared and ‘sent 
out In the form of the fine gold bar, 
which is by preference, and in place 
of gold coinage, the medium which 
adjusts the foreign trade balance. 

The war work of the Mint also 
included a service of coining for oth- 
er British Dominions. It coined sil- 
ver in four denominations, as well 
as'a bronze cent for Newfoundland 
in 1917 and 1918, and struck cop- 
per-nickel pennies and half-pennics 
and farthings for Jamaica in 1918. 
The blanks for the latter were sup- 
Piled from the United States, and 
obtained with difficulty’ there.

This was 
the latest war work of the Mint in 
Canada, ending after the Armistice, 
was signed in Jahuary, 1919.

Then came the evil days of 1837, 
when the story of our lives began to 
quicken its pace and excite our intere 
est In Its coming chapters.

Wheat 
one particle of air is made to yibrate 
it sets the adjacent particles yibrat- 
ing, and ‘s0'a sound'wave, if not ob- 
structed,’ passes td all directions from 
the'sounding body, The calculated ve- 
logity of sound ‘in the air, when the 
temperature is at,.freezing point, is 
915.69 feet. per second. When’ the 
temperature increases sound travels 
faster,“and’ the’ tate has becn cal-" 
culated at a little more than one 
foot per second for cach degree of 
rise of. Fahrenheit’s thermometer. 
Contrary. to popular belief, sounds 
travel faster in summer than in win- 
ter, and in warm than in cold cli- 
mates,- 
sound would travel more slowly 
through a dense atmosphere, but the 
elasticity.increases as rapidly as the 
density, and, therefore, the velocity 
of sound is not affected by varying 
density.. The velocity of sound in 
water, when at the greatest density, 
is 4707.4 per second. The experi- 
mients by which this velocity was de- 
termined were made by M. Calladon, 
in 1826, across the Lake of Geneva, 
fram Rolle to Thonon; a distance of 
about nine miles. Water, therefore, 
transmits sound four times as fast 
as alr does, ‘ i

Mr. John A..G..Crozier, who died 
on Tuesday, in his 80th year at his res- 
idence, 315 Lonsdale Road, Toronto, 
was for.£3 yfars in.the Ontario Goy- 
ernment: service.

Was once a copper mine. 
coverer was a squaw who had a repc- 
tation as a conjurer. For severel 
years sh# conducted parties thither: 
but on one such trip, having beeu 
Dadty treated by the men, she be- 
came so angry that she declared she 
would' sit on the mine till she sunk 
into the ground and that all the cop- 
oer would sink with her. Next year, 
when the Indians came for more cop- 
per, they found her sunk to ‘the 
waist, though atill alive, and the cop- 
per was much scarcer. By the fol-

Key, a young American soldier, saw 
the stars and stripes run up to the 
fiag-staff of Fort MacHenry, and 
thinking of a well-known tune,’ he 
immediately _ penned thé immortal 
song. After the war every soldie: 
carried It home, and it’ became 
national anthem. 

The greatest lyric of heart and 
hearth is “Home, Sweet Home.” Ont 
would think it the production of the 
happy father of a united family. But 
such is not the case. It was writtes 
by a homeless wanderer who never 
knew anything of the joys and com- 
forts of which he sang s0 sweetly. 

Two of Browning’s best-knows 
poems are “Oh, to be in’ England,” 
and that poem of galloping horses; 
“How they brought the good news 
from Ghent to Aix.” They were writ- 
ten at sea, after the poet had 
dreadfully sick. The first is easily 
understood. It is the ery of the 
poor woman who sald: “Oh, to be oz 
terra-cotta!’ but the reason for 
choosing the other subject is not sc 
obvious. Perhaps he said: “Anything 
rather than this choppy sea!” =" 

Robert Bloomfield composed “The 
Farmer’s Boy’’'to the tap of a shoe 
maker’s hammer. In fact, he was 
one of half-a-dozen men similarly 
employed. Having no opportunity ta 
transcribe them, he was often oblig: 
ed to carry a hundred lines in his 
head until evening brought leisure

Trading With Canada. 

The favored nation provision in 
the Canadian tariff has been invoked 
by Swedish shippers against ‘an. at- 
tempt by Germany to capture the 
trade in Swedish exports to 
the Dominion. An inquiry was re- 
cently ‘addressed to the Canadian 
authorities in London by Swedish 
shipping Grms which have been trad- 
ing to the Pacific Cozst of Canada 
Vix the Panama Canal, They stated 
that German shippers were. now cut- 
ting rates to secure Swedish exports 
destined for Canada, and were carry- 
ing these to British Columbia ports 
via Hamburg. They asked whether 
they might not under the circum- 
stances In the trade treaty made by 
Canada with France, which allowed 
the benefits of the! intermediate tar- 
iff to favored nations, put 2 stop to 
this practice by requiring all Swed- 
ish goods to be carried direct in’ or- 
der to enter under the intermediate 
schedule, The answer from Canada 
was in the affirmative, and’ it is 
understood that steps have been tak- 
en to recover the ground lost by the 
Swedish shipping men to the Ham- 
burg shippers.”

It is proposed that the body shatl 
be placed In a vault excavated in tha 
solid rock foundation under the 


great archway of the victory tower. 


and between the two portals which 
give entrance to the buildings. The 
grave will be set almost immediately 
below the altar In the memorial 
chamber overhead, and will be mark- 
ed by a marble slab raised above the 
grave level. This slab will be suit- 
ably inscribed. Thus, all who enter 
the Parliament Buildings, through 
the two portals under the archway 
of the tower, whether legislators on 
thelr way to their duties, or’ citi-

The exact date of the conference 

at which the raid: was planned is not 
preserved in the local tradition. It 
seems probable that Jobn Brown 
visited Chatham on. several. occa- 
sions ‘in sonnection with his work 
for the slaves, The conference. prob- 
ably took place late in 1858, or early 
in. 1859. ; 
"The Chatham structure is often 
carelessly referred to as “the Hold- 
en house.” The owner, however, 
was a colored man named Ell Holton. 
Holton was present: at the) meeting 
held by John Brown. So was Isaac 
Holden, another prominent colored 
man; Both were big men, phyaically, 
and leaders in the colored’ commun- 
ity. B.C. Cooper and a littie man 
named Harris, with several others, 
took part in the conference. 

To what extent Brown secured 
support, financial and otherwise, is 
not known. The details of the meet- 
ing were, naturally, kept. secret at 
the time; and what little the public 
ultimately knew came out, most of 
it, after the raid. 

It was on Oct. 17, 1859, that the 
Chatham conference bore fruit in the 
startling raid on Harper's Ferry, in 
Northern Virginia, where Brown, 
with several of his sons and a num- 
ber of other white men, seized the 
national armory and issued a pro- 
clamation calling upon: the slaves to 
rise in insurrection against their 
master. The rald in a few hours 
spread consternation, not, mercly 
throughout Virginia, but throughout 
the United States. Lt.-Col. Robert E. 
Leo, however; arrived with a detach- 
ment of marines, the armory was 
recaptured, and Brown and a few of 
his companions were taken prison~ 
ers.
